DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 6/1 0/05. 

2. The Amendment filed 6/1 0/05 successfully overcomes the rejections set forth in 
paragraphs 1 and 2 of the Office Action mailed 3/21/05. Accordingly, these rejections 
are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.G. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US 6,501 ,521 (US '521 ) in view of JP 9-230124 (JP '124) for the reasons of record 
as set forth in paragraph 3 of the Office Action mailed 3/21/05, and as further discussed 
below. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 6/1 0/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the rejection over US '521 in view of JP '124, Applicant 
argues that JP '124 fails to teach color portions being planarized with respect to the 
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filled opening portions. Furthermore, Applicant argues there is no incentive or 
motivation to combine US '521 and JP '124. Specifically, Applicant states that US '521 
discloses leaving the holes in the color filter layer, but filling the holes to some extent 
using a transparent flattening layer. 

However, in addition to the embodiment for filling shallow openings with the 
flattening film, US '521 also discloses an embodiment wherein deep openings are first 
filled with a transparent resin, then covered with a flattening film (e.g. see column 4, 
lines 51-54). JP '124 teaches a method for producing a planar color filter by planarizing 
the surface by polishing, as a preferred alternative to forming an overcoating (i.e. 
flattening film). Therefore, combining the two references would result in a process 
wherein the openings in the color filter are filled with a transparent resin, then planarized 
by polishing (as an alternative to providing a flattening film). Motivation for the 
combination is found in JP '124, which teaches that planarizing a color filter by polishing 
is preferable to overcoating.
